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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's arguments to the restriction requirement are persuasive. Examiner 
determined the merits of claims 1-35 in this Office Action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1, 4, 12, 14-18, 20, and 21 are rejected under 35 US.C 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Chu et al, US Patent 6,795,740 in view of Xie et al, US Patent 5,841,385. Chu 
et al disclose a soft clipping method comprising establishing threshold values defining a clip 
region (see figure 3), comparing an input signal value to the clip region, and establishing a 
smooth clip signal value based on a scaling factor. Chu et al does not disclose calculating dV/dt 
values for current and previous input signal values and establishing the smooth clip signal based 
on the dV/dt values. Xie disclose a system for improved clipping suppression comprising 
rectifier 202, long-term energy averager 206 and short-term energy averager 208. The short term 
gain calculation 234 uses previous and current input signal values to establish a smooth clip 
signal. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of invention to 
modify Chu et al, per the teachings of Xie, to provide a soft clipping method that is responsive to 
short bursts and long bursts of high amplitude signals. Claims 1 and 4 are met. Regarding 
claims 12, 20, and 21, Examiner takes Official Notice that it was notoriously well known in 
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digital signal processing to implement buffering with the advantage of modifying signals without 
the complex circuitry for real-time changes. As to claims 14 and 15, thresholds are established, 
as taught by Chu et al. Regarding claims 16-18, Chu et al teach an embodiment of multi-stage 
scale down having a plurality of thresholds. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2, 3, 5-1 1, 13, 19, and 22-35 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
